The supreme court has affirmed the 
judgment of the circuit court of Mus­ 
kingum county in the case of the city 
of Zanesville vs, the Zanesville Tele­ 
phone and Telegraph company , there­ 
by reversing its own judgment of a 
few weeks ago.

Th e first newspaper printed in th e 
German language in America was th e 
Ph lladelph isch e Zeitung, publish ed by 
Benjamin Franklin in th e y ear 1732. 
Th e Pennsy lvania (Jazette for June 
8 -15, 1732, contains th e following an­ 
nouncement: 
“Th e Gazette will come out on Mon­ 
day next and continue to be publish ed 
on Mondays. 
“And on th e Saturday following will 
be publish ed Ph lladelph isch e Zeitung, 
or Newspaper in High Dutch , wh ich 
will continue to be publish ed on Satur­ 
day s once a fortnlglit, ready to be de- 
llvert'd at Ten a (Mock, to Country Sub­ 
scribers. Advertisements are taken in 
by tlie Printer h ereof, or by Mr. Louis 
Timoth ee, Language Master, wh o trans­ 
lates th em.” 
In undertaking th is new enterprise 
Franklin expected to secure a liberal 
support from th e German population of 
th e province, for wh om h e h ad been 
doing considerable printing, but In th is 
h e was disappointed, and th e publica­ 
tion of th e Zeitung was discontinued 
after a few numbers h ad been Issued. 
Th e Zeitung was a small sh eet of 
four pages, 
by 9 Inch es, th e text 
printed In double columns with Roman 
ty pe, and at th e bottom of th e fourth 
page bore th e imprint: “Ph iladelph ia: 
Gedruckt bey B. Francklln In der

The value ot the goods exchanged 
during the past fiscal year reached 
nearly two and a quarter billions, far 
exceeding all previous records. 
Since 
the opening of the century our com­ 
merce with the rest of the world has 
increased more than twelvefold. 
Our domestic exports during 1900, 
with a recorded value of $1,370,763,- 
571, were over forty times as large 
as in 1800. 
The total imports for 
1900, on the other hand, amounting 
in value to $849,941,184, were less 
than ten times as large as in 1800. 
Compared with the value of our im­ 
ports for 1900, th at of our domestic 
exports showed an excess of $520,- 
822,387. 
Of the merchandise import­ 
ed from foreign countries during the 
fiscal year 1900, about 49 per cent 
consisted 
of 
agricultural 
products.

had an aggregate 
value of $420,136,381, exceeding

almost $65,000,000 the record of the 
year before. 
Products of United States agricul­ 
ture were marketed abroad in the 
fiscal year 1900 to the value of $844,- 
616,530, forming about 62 per cent 
of the total domestic exports.

B. Hitchcock chief of the section of 
foreign markets of the agricultural 
department, has just issued ins an 
ouai review of the trade of the Unit­ 
ed 
States in agricultural 
products 
His report said iu part: 
In 1800, a century ago, the total 
value of the merchandise 
imported 
and exported in our trade with for­ 
eign countries was cousiderably less 
than a quarter of a billion dollars. 
The value ut the goods exchuuged 
during the past fiscal year reached 
nearly two and a quarter billions, far 
exceeding all previous records. 
Since 
the opening of the century our com­ 
merce with the rest of the world has 
increased more than twelvefold. 
Our domestic exports during 1900, 
with a recorded value of $1,370,763,- 
671, were over forty times as large 
as in 1800. 
The total imports for 
1900, on the other hand, amounting 
in value to $849,941,184, were less 
than ten times as large as in 1800. 
Compared with the value of our Im­ 
ports for 1900,«that of our domestic 
exports showed an excess of $520,- 
822,387. 
Of the merchandise import­ 
ed from foreign countries during the 
fiscal year 1900, about 49 per cent 
consisted 
of 
agricultural 
products. 
These 
products 
had an aggregate 
value of $420,136,381, exceeding 
by 
almost $65,000,000 the record of the 
year before. 
Products of United States agricul­ 
ture were marketed abroad In the 
fiscal year 1900 to the value of $844,- 
616,530, forming about 62 per cent 
of the total domestic exports.

the single exception of 1898 the past 
year witnessed the largest annual ex­ 
port trade in farm produce on record.

The first newspaper printed in the 
German language iu America was the 
Phlladelphische Zeitung, published by 
Benjamin Franklin in the year 1732. 
The Pennsylvania Gazette for June 
8-15, 1732, contains the following an­ 
nouncement: 
“The Gazette will come out on Mon­ 
day next and continue to be published 
on Mondays. 
“And on the Saturday following will 
be published Phlladelphlsche Zeitung, 
or Newspaper in High Dutch, which 
will continue to be published on Satur­ 
days once u fortnight, ready to he de­ 
livered at Ten a Clock, to Country Sub­ 
scribers. 
Advertisements an* taken in 
by the Printer hereof, or by Mr. Louis 
Ti mot hee. Language Master, who trans­ 
lates them.” 
In undertaking this new enterprise 
Franklin expected to secure a liberal 
support from the German population of 
the province, for whom he had been 
doing considerable printing, hut in this 
he was disappointed, and the publica­ 
tion of the Zeitung was discontinued 
after a few numbers had been issued, 
i 
The Zeitung was a small sheet of 
four pages, 0*4 by 9 Inches, the text 
printed in double columns with Roman 
type, and at the bottom of the fourth 
page bore the Imprint: “Philadelphia: 
Gedruckt bey B. 
Francklin In der I 
March-st rasse, wo dlese Zeitungen vor 
6 Shillings des Jahrs zu bekommen, 
end Advertisements zu bcBtellen Bind.”

It is 
dated Jan. 18. 
The pope com menced 
witli recalling ills tw o previous en­ 
cyclicals on social questions, "Quod 
Apostoile N unions” and “Keruui No- 
varum ,” and said the sequel of these 
encyclicals w as that the Catholics de­ 
voted all their 
activity 
to 
social 
works, in order to help the working 
classes. 
The pontiff here reviewed all that 
bad been done in this direction, the 
inundation of labor bureaus, funds 
established for the benefit 
of 
the 
rural classes aud 
workingm en's as­ 
sociations of all kinds. 
Ile considers 
tho appellation “Christian socialism " 
incorrect, and said Catholics who oc­ 
cupy them selves with social questions 
w ere som etim es ulso called 
“Chris­ 
tian dem ocrats.” 
But even this qual­ 
ification w as attacked by som e people 
as being ill-sounding. 
Divergencies 
having 
arisen 
therefrom , the pope 
ardently desired to elim inate them. 
Careful distinction must be drawn 
betw een socialism aud Christian de­ 
mocracy. 
The first concerns Itself 
solely with material possessions, a l­ 
w ays seeking 
to 
establish 
perfect 
equality arid a common holding 
of 
goods. 
Christian democracy, on 
the 
contrary, 
respects the principles of 
D ivine law , and w hile seeking m a­ 
terial amelioration has In view the 
spirtual w elfare of the people. 
Christian 
democracy, 
moreover, 
must not he confounded with political 
democracy, for the first 
can 
and 
ought to subsist as does the church 
Itself, under the m ost varied politi­ 
cal 
regim es. 
Christian 
dem ocracy 
also ought to respect 
the law s of 
legitim ate civil authority. 
Tile appel­ 
lation “Christian 
dem ocracy,” there­ 
fore, contains nothing which m ight 
offend anyone. 
T hese 
divergencies 
having 
now 
been dispelled. Catholics should con­ 
tinue to devote their cares to social 
questions and the amelioration of the 
lot of the working c la r e s . 
The pope 
encouraged the zeal and action 
of 
those Catholics who consecrate them ­ 
selves to this em inently useful work. 
The encyclical eulogised the giving 
of alms, which the socialists wrong­ 
ly regard as insulting to the poor. 
Alms, on the contrary, serve to tight­ 
en the ties of social charity. 
It m at­ 
ters little w hether this action of Cath­ 
olics In favor of the working classes 
Is c a lili Hie social action of Catho­ 
lics or Christian democracy. 
The essential point is that Catho­ 
lics should act together to preserve 
the com m unity of effort and senti­ 
ment. 
Idle, useless questions ought, 
therefore, never to he brought ut* in 
the press or public assem blies. Cath­ 
olics must aet so as to not engage In 
disputes. 
The pontiff concluded with exhort­ 
ing Catholics to Inspire 
them selves 
with these principles and to Inculcate 
them . 
They must 
urge the people 
and workmen to shun everything in­ 
vested with a seditious or revolution­ 
ary character, respect tin* right of 
others, he respectful to their m asters 
and observe sobriety 
and 
religious 
practices. 
Tims 
will 
social 
peace 
again become flourishing throughout 
the world. 
Monsignor Ingell, private secretary 
to the pope, sa iii no sovereign’s death 
ca used ills holiness 
such 
profound 
emotion as that o f Queen Victoria. 
H e alw ays had the most affectionate 
regard for lier m ajesty and she for 
him. 
Letters 
w ere exchanged 
be­ 
twixen them as recently as last L**- 
cemlier. 
The pope regards her death 
as an alm ost 
irreparable 
loss 
to 
Christianity, she having contributed 
more than* any other monarch to the 
t r iu m p h of Christian sentim ents and 
moral virtues.
